Most 
of the group’s members held 
elective or appointive govern- 
ment posts before their coun 
trie* were taken over by the 
Communists. 

“Very Superficial" 

Mr. Coste said the effects of 
the Communist de-Stal l nlsatlon 
campaign so far have beeh “very 
superficial” In the Iron Curtain 
countries. "Only Communists 
■ have so- far benefited by It, and 
only dead men have been 're- 
habilitated, Mr. Coste de- 
clared. 

I Mr. Costa, who was Romanian 
charge d’affaires in Washington 
In the 1940s. said that “very 
jfew” political prisoners have 
been released In the satellite 
countries. These few, he said, 
'had to sign statements confess- 
ing their “errors" and promislnn 
support of the Communist rin 
g lines . Mr. Costa based his roll 
port on Informants with close 
contacts behind the Iron Cur- 
italn. 


“There has been no lib- 
eralization In the Iron Curtain 
countries." he declared. “All 
the freedoms that were sup- 
pressed, still are suppressed."
